William McCrum, the “‘inyentor’” of the penalty, came 
from a highly respectable family.

‘Their duties and obli- 
gations were mentioned 
in one Article, 


In the minutes record- 
ed by the Welshman, 
Taylor, there is no men- 
tion of when the meeting 
ended with the exchange 
of thanks (in 1890 the mi- 
nutes would have it that 
the members parted 
without much formality). 

One fact is, however, 
undisputed, June 2, 1891 
was, in every way, a red- 
letter day for the Inter 
national FA Board and 
football.

— The penalty kick could 
be taken from any point 
along the twelve yard 
line. 

— The goalkeeper was 
permitted to move up to 
six yards away from his 
goal-line to defend a pe- 
nalty while all the other 
players had to wait at le- 
ast six yards behind the 
ball, 

— It was the first time 
that a goal could be sco- 
ting directly from a (spe- 
cial) free kick. 

As from 1901, the field 
markings as used 
today first began to apply 
regularly: 18 par (16 
metres) away from each 
goalpost a mark was 
made on the field to ena- 
ble the referee to imple- 
ment the penalty rule. 

In 1902, the goal area 
and penalty area were in- 
troduced with the shape 
and measurements appli- 
ed today. At the same 
time the Board stipulated 
that a mark was to be in- 
dicated on the pitch twel- 
ve yards away from the 


goal. 

In 1937 the arc follo~ 
wedwhatdescribes a radi- 
us of ten yards from the 
penalty spot and shows 
the distance which play- 
ers have to keep when a

markings, but the Bo- 
ard soon recognised the 
usefulness of the arc in 
determining the players’ 
distance and approved 
the practice soon after.

BUENOS AIRES: 
Soccer-mad Argen- 
tina, shocked by 
the downfall of 
Maradona, is pin- 
ning much hope in 
another talented 
midfielder named 
Diego. 

These days, when 
fans in the packed 
stands roar Ole for 
Diego, they are cheer- 
ing the nimble-footed 
Diego Latorre. 

Latorre 21, is slightly 
taller and much slim- 
mer than his namesake. 

His ball control, 
shooting and passing 
looks just as good but 
he is not as much of a 
scapper when it comes 
to tackling. 

Although both were 
obvious choices for 
Argentina’s team, 
neither could join the 
national side on a three- 
match tour to the Un- 
ited States and 
England, 

Maradona has been 
banned amid a drug 
scandal. Latorre was 
needed by his Boca 
Juniors club for the 
semi-finals of the South 
American Liberta- 
dores Cup. 

With only two full 
caps, Latorre was sorry 
to miss the tour. 

“What bothered me 


most is that I missed 


playing at Wembley.. 


‘You don’t get to play 
there very often,” ‘he 
said. 

After four years as a 
professional, Latorre is 
the toast of Boca, 
Argentina’s most popu- 
lar club. 

Italian agents, im- 
pressed by his ball con- 
trol, signed him to play 
for Fiorentina next 
season. 

Latorre met Marado- 
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na after the Napoli star 
returned from Italy in, 
April. They talked ab-! 
out Italian soccer and 
Maradona forecast the 
younger Diego would 
have no problems mak- 
ing the grade. 

Latorre said he was 
aware of the tempta- 
tions lying ahead: “I 
am going to Italy to play 
soccer and I am going to 
stay clear from anything 
that is not akin to soc- 
cer,” he said. 

The two Diegos 
come from different 
backgrounds. Marado- 
na’s mastery landed 
him his first professio- 
nal contract at 15 and 
helped him move his 
whole family from the 
suburban slum where 
he was born. 

Latorre hails from a 
middle-class 
neighbourhood a few 
blocks away from the 
grounds of the Argenti- 
nos Juniors club, Mara- 
dona’s first professio- 
nal team, 

While Maradona was 
with Barcelona, Lator- 
re had not yet decided 
which of his favourite 
sports he would pursue 
— soccer or tennis. 

Soccer came out top 
after a Boca talent scout 
saw him playing at his 
parents’ weekend 
home when he was 14. 

Unlike the rakish 
Maradona, who never 
finished high school, 
the self-effacing Lator- 
re was a top-grades eco- 
nomics student until he 
turned professional in 
1987. 

Latorre had one 
ambition before joining 
Fiorentina, He wants to 
win an Argentine 
League championship 
playing for Boca — just 
like Maradona 10 years 
ago. And he did!

THE Victorian Soc- 
cer Federation has 
declared its inten- 
tion to stamp out 
crowd violence at 
Victorian matches 
after handing down 
a series of tough 
penalties against 
allegedly trouble- 
some clubs. 

Victorian State Lea- 
gue division three club 
Holland Park has been 
hardest hit by by the 
VSF's new iron fist poli- 
cy, having been suspen- 
ded for three years after 
brawls at one of the 
club’s matches back in 
April. 

The sentence was 
handed down by the 
Victorian Soccer 
Federation’s inyestiga- 
tions and disciplinary 
committee two weeks 
ago. 

An appeal by Hol- 
land Park against the 
decision was set down 
to be heard last night 
(Monday). 

The club, which has a 
history showing 22 
other charges laid 
against it since the mid- 
1980s —— many of them 
relating to misconduct, 
also forfeited a $2,500 
bond imposed earlier 
this season. 

Other clubs hit hard 
by the VSF committee 
were Provisional Lea- 
gue outfits South Werri- 
‘bee and Melton. 

Those clubs were 
fined $1,000 and $500 
respectively for their 
parts in crowd distur- 
bances when the two 
clubs met earlier this 
year. 

Holland Park presi- 
dent, Dr Bulent Munir, 
admitted that his club 
had considered taking 
out a Supreme Court in- 
junction against the 
VSF in a bid to allow his 
club to remain on the 
field. 

However, dis- 
cussions between solici- 
tors acting for the club 
and the VSF solicitors 
averted legal action. 

Munir refused to rule 
out legal action against 
the VSF if last night’s 
appeal is turned down. 
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THE emergence of Frank 
Farina as our first fully fled- 
ged millionaire soccer 
player will already have 
made an impact on thou- 
sands of our young players 
throughout Australia.

Now it is Farina’s tum at Bari, 
but this time it is the big bickies in 
Ttaly that Frank is getting stuck 
into and that is really tempting to 
youngsters in Australia. 

But how can they bring their 
standard up to scratch, to war- 
rant a place in the top leagues of 
Europe? 

Well there is just two things 
they need to do. 

‘The first is easy — set a goal. 

Set a goal to play for a club in 
Belgium, Britain, Holland, Ger- 
many, Spain, Italy by a certain 

| a8¢ say 2 
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‘That’s the easy part, choosing 
a goal of where to play, usually a 
country where you may have 
family connections, thus over- 
coming problems of work per- 
thits and visas. 

Now choose the path to reach 
your goal. 

There are two paths to be 
taken. 

One is to go to the country of 
your goal very early, say 
England. 

Get there about age of 15 as 
Craig Johnston did. 

‘The benefit of this is, you grow 
up with the higher standard of 
soccer you are seeking to play in. 

The problem with this is, you 
forsake education and alterniate 
work qualification if you do not 
make it in top soccer. 

The second path, and so far 
most popular with our budding 
stars, is to wait until you repre- 
sent Australia at the under 21 
level or at senior level. 

‘This is what Farina did. 

Many parents have asked 
what should I do to prepare my 
son to make it overseas? 

‘That is the hard part, whether 
you go overseas early or later. 

Jt means years of hard, ys 
though enjoyable work, 

Some years ago, I coached a 

yaad of 12 young players, 12- 
‘5yrs, at 6am for three mornings 
each week, lasting one hour. 

‘This was a limited period real-

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ly, with only one real talent in the 


vad. 

‘Nevertheless several of the 
players made it into the profes- 
sional ranks at State League 
level. 

Last Saturday, I went to watch 
Sutherland play Blacktown in 
State League and there was a lad 
playing for Sutherland second 
grade called Liddell, one of our 
12. 


‘On the same day, I watched 
Rockdale play Manly. 

Yn the Rockdale team, and 
starring at left back was a lad 
called Greg Le Rond, the shining 
light of our 12 squad. 

Greg spent only a brief time 
with us, whereas some spent 
three years, yet he is the one who 
is making it to the highest level. 

This testifies that success in 
any career —- sporting or other- 
wise, often requires some speci- 
al talent. Greg is very quick with 
excellent left foot kicking skills. 

Having said that, we know 
that Craig Johnston wasn’t parti- 
cularly gifted with technical 
skills. 

On the other hand, he was 
blessed with drive and determi- 
nation. 

Some can make it to the top on 
those two qualities. 

Manfred Schaefer did,Dave 
Ratcliffe did, both as defenders 
for Australia. 


But defenders are generally 
not what are sought by overseas 
countries. 

Defenders are plentiful the 
world over. 

It is easier to take the ball off 
players than it is to keep the ball 
away from defenders with crea- 
tive play that produces a final 
shot on goal. 

It is the second category which 
Europe searches the world, 
especially for the one who can 
score. 

Krncevic, Farina, Mitchell, 
Slater, Arnold these are all Aus- 
tralian goalscorers who have 
| made their mark overseas. 

Our midfielders have also had 
some success and now liberos 
Paul Okon and Ned Zelic, midfi- 
,elders playing in front and be- 
\hind the defensive line, are also 
jin demand. 
| This gives some clues for fat- 
hers of talented young sons, 
|whom they may see as having a 
chance to play for Australia and/ 
or play overseas, if given expert 
coaching. 

Many soccer-playing fathers 
do coach up their sons. 

In the aforementioned second * 
grade game between Sutherland 
and Blacktown was a young mid- 
fielder named Harris. 

He was the son of George 
Harris, former right back for St 
George and Australia in the 
Rale Rasic era. 

I do not know whether Geor- 
ge coached his son or has left him 
to the care of his junior club and 
rep team coaches and now to 
second grade Sutherland coach 
John O'Shea. 

Or whether he engaged a seni- 
or coach in his son’s young years, 
to tutor him on a one off basis, in 
basic and positional skills.

So, it is worthwhile to pay pro- 
fessionals in a boy’s young years 
to give him a solid grounding in 
the basic skills of kicking — re- 
ceiving — running with the ball 
and tackling. 

After this can come the positi- 
onal skills of shooting, drib- 
bling, passing including wall- 
passes, (or 1-2 s) shielding the 
ball, overhead (scissor-kick) 
shots, heading, including near- 
post and far post heading at goal. 

The team skills need to be le- 
arned from a good rep coach in 
the early teams. 


It is better to choose a good 
coach rather than a good club 
when looking to place a boy in a 
rep team. 

Somewhere along the line, it is 
vital that the lad learns about 
‘vision’ which allows him to 
know where he is going to pass 
the ball before he gets it. 

It is just as important that so- 
meone teaches the young player 
in his teens to be competitive.

The Australian player has 
been shown to be fit and compe- 
titive with reasonable skill that 
can be embellished with full time 
training in top company. 

So if he can play, get your son 
to set a goal and get him good 
tuition. 

In the meantime,look around 
for an overseas club, either thro- 
ugh a friend or an agent. 

‘And fine a good solicitor to 
make sure the contract is right. 

This above all is very impor- 
tant!

Brazil was the first 
South American nation 
to name a new coach af- 
ter Italia "90. It gave the 
task of rebuilding Bra- 
zil’s reputation to Falcao 
and immediately tied his 
hands by demanding he 
pick only locally-based 
players for the Copa 
America. 

Unflattering results — 
ai-l with Paraguay, a 
1-0 win at home against 
Romania B and a 3-3 
with Argentina in Bue- 
nos Aires — quickly had 
the CBD (the Brazilian 
Federation) granting Fal- 
cao the right to recall 
Brazil’s European-ba- 
sed stars. 

‘The picture has not im- 
proved since and now 
Falcao is blaming Bra- 
zil’s female finance mini- 
ster for his woes. Falcao 
says the financial crisis in 
Brazil is so severe his 
players are concentrat- 
ing on their wallets not 
their games. 

Falcao has threatened 
to resign if Brazil loses to 
Argentina — and he al- 
most did so last week 
when Brazil went thro- 
ugh its last warm-up 
match for the Copa Am- 
rica by playing the “old 
enemy” Argentina at the 
Pinheirao Stadium in 
Curtibia. 

« Argentina, proving it 
does not need Mara- 
dona, led after 50 min- 


utes when Italian-based 
striker Claudio Cannigia 
stole. a loose ball and dril- 
Jed home a rocket. 

Falcao tore up his re- 
signation notice 15 min- 
utes later when Neto sco- 
red from a penalty kick. 

Tt was a tantilising pre- 
lude to the Copa 
America. 


Argentina has re- 
placed Carlos Bilardo 
with Alfio Basile, who 
has retained only four of 
the Argentine 1990 
World Cup squad — 
Caniggia, goalkeeper 
Sergio Goycochea and 
defenders Oscar Ruggeri 
and Nestor Fabbri. 

Basile, who is more at- 
tack-minded than his 
predecessor, had origi- 
nally planned to go with- 
out any European-based 
players. His initial 25- 
man squad contained 
none, but then Basile re- 
lented to recalling Canig- 
gia after Argentina stum- 
bled to a 2-0 win against a 
weak Hungary, a score- 
less draw with Mexico 
and the 3-3 drawwith 
Brazil. 

Tronically, two of Basi- 
Je’s original 25 — striker 
Sergio Zarate and mid- 
fielder Gerardo Martino 
— have been sold to 
European clubs. 

Finding a replacement 
for Maradona as captain 
was easy.

“By no means have 
we arrived,” he said af- 
ter the gnarling of 
Rochedale.

Super State

UNTIL recently, 
when the ASF com- 
missioners seem- 
ingly successfully 
shut the door to a 
dozen clubs aspir- 
ing to NSL status, it 
appeared the days 
of establishing 
state super-teams 
were over. 

Throughout the 
1980s,: any Victorian 
club which exerted su- 
preme dominance over 
the rest of the competi- 
tion for an extended 
period of time was like- 
ly to step up to NSL 
level. 

During the decade six 
Victorian newcomers 
achieved NSL status, 
each of which had been 
a power in local soccer 
beforehand. 


With the gates shut to 
NSL promotion for up 
to three years, the time 
has again arrived when 
shrewd clubs can domi- 
nate, at least locally, for 
years to come. 

And success can 
mean potential financi- 
al goldmines. 

All the genuine po- 
wer teams of the 1960s, 
70s and early 80s went 
on to some degrees of 
NSL success. 

South Melbourne 
Hellas, the team of the 
1960s - is now an NSL 
power. 

Brunswick Juventus 


and the now defunct 
Footscray JUST domi- 
nated down south dur- 
ing the 1970s and both 
went on to degrees of 
NSL success. 

Essendon Croatia- 
Lions (now Melbourne 
Croatia) was the power- 
house of the late 1970s 
and Green Gully, the 
last of true Victorian 
power teams, ruled for 
three successive sea- 
sons in 1981-82-83. 

Both clubs moved 
into the NSL in 1984. 

Since then the one- 
off champion has be- 
come the rule rather 
than the exception as 
sides have risen and fal- 
Jen in quick succession. 


Morwell won its first 
title in 1984 but fell 
away in its follow-up 
season. 

Croydon City mana- 
ged two on the trot in

1985 and 1986 — both 
won when this state’s 
best seven clubs were 
on NSL duty — but fell 
away to 11th when the 
competition stiffened 
up in 1987. 


1987 champion Polo- 
nia sunk without a trace 
the following year and 
that club is now safely 
tucked away in the Vic- 
torian second division. 


In both 1988 and 1990 
Heidelberg won back 
its NSL stripes by tak- 
ing the Victorian 
title, and both times 
was lost to the local 
competition. 


And Morwell, in 
1989, never looked like 
repeating its best-ever 
season in the follow-up 
campaign. 

The game is crying 
out for a new super- 
power. 

There is a lot to be 
said for parity in the 
competition, but it is 
the champions the fans 
love to see. 


Love them or hate 
them, people have al- 
ways flocked to see the 
likes of Phar Lap, Jeff 
Fenech, Boris Becker 
or Mike Tyson, or 
teams like Liverpool, 
Hawthorn or St 
George. 

The time is right for a 
new super team in Vic- 
torian soccer. 

Perhaps Brunswick 
Juventus will become 
the new dynasty, after 
finishing league ranner- 


me 


up for two successive 
seasons, Juve has every 
chance of going one 
better this season. 

Or perhaps George 
Cross, with the sting of 
NSL relegation as its 
spur, will bounce back 
and dominate the Pre- 
mier League. 

Bulleen and Mor- 
well, with all the trap- 
pings of possible NSL 
clubs, could yet become 
the clubs of the 1990s . 

Whichever club can 
stamp its mark in the 
next three years will do 
its long-term NSL 
aspirations no harm 
whatsoever.

To Atletico suppor- 
ters, he is virtually a 
soccer demagogue, 
having presided over 
the club’s rise to second 
place in Spain’s First 
Division and the defeat 
of Real in the Spanish

to move the masses,” 
he told reporters at a 
recent lunch, only in- 
terrupting his breath- 
taking monologue to 
swab a splash of gravy 
on his impressive 
paunch and wolf down 
his food.

“T don’t differentiate 
between Atletico and 
Gil when it comes to 
paying,” said Gil, “You 
have to bring new play- 
ers to excite the fans.” 

Such generosity has 
secured him huge popu- 
larity and something 
else he enjoys — 
power. 

“When we kicked 
Real Madrid out of the 
Spanish Cup, I didn’t 
move a muscle, but I 
looked at all the fans 
going crazy and said to 
myself: ‘This is po- 


wer,’ ” he confided. 

But he has little time 
to enjoy his success. 
Soccer, his businesses, 
bull-breeding (he wants 
to stage bullfights in 
Atletico’s Vicente Cal- 
deron Stadium), scrap- 
ping in the press and 
campaigning to become 
mayor of jetset Marbel- 
la all compete for his 
attention. 

“T have a yacht which 
has sailed two hours in 
three years. I'm afraid I 
might get sea-sick. I 
have seven farms. I 
bought another one re- 
cently. Journalists tell 
me it’s very nice, I in- 
vited them to a cocktail 
party in a mausoleum I 
bought, but they don’t 
‘want to come,” he said. 


Gil may sound like 
Groucho Marx at ti- 
mes, but he regards

The boy's father rejec- 
ted this gruesome idea, 
and Wouters’s peculiar 
appearance meant that 
some years passed be- 
fore his talents were dis- 
covered, 

Until he was 26, Wou- 
ters played mid-table 
football with FC 
Utrecht, 

With Gert Kruys and 
Frans Adelaar, he for- 
med a midfield the press 
enjoyed calling the best 
in Holland, but recogni- 
tion never became more 
tangible than that. 

True, in 1982, Kees 


Rijvers selected Wou-. 


ters for an international 
against France, but 
Wouters played dis- 
astrously for 20 minutes. 

Rijvers was ridiculed, 
and that was the end of 
that. 

Not until 1986 did 
things change for Wou- 
ters. Holland had failed 


to qualify for the World 
Cup in Mexico, Michels 
was trying to build a new 
team, and Wouters grab- 
bed his last chance to 
make something out of 
his career. 

He played well in a 
couple of friendly inter- 
nationals, and Johan 
Cruyff took him to Ajax 
although others were 
sceptical. 

Marco van Basten, 
then Ajax captain, said: 
“With respect, Wouters 
is not going to bring us 
back to the European 
top.” 

Wim van Hanegem, 
an old rival of Cruyff’s 
was equally damning: 
“Wouters — dull name, 
dull player.” 

But a year later, van 
Basten and Wouters 
were waving the Cup- 


THE GERMAN TITLE TO 


THE “BACKWOODSMEN” 


Kaiserslautern, the “backwoodsmen” of German soccer, clin- 
ched their first Bundesliga title for nearly four decades on the final 


day of the season, 

The club, battling 
against relegation last 
season, struck four 
first-half goals to set up 
a 6-2 win over FC Koln. 

The victory gave 
them their first 
championship since 
1953. 

Kaiserslautern 
finished the season 
three points ahead of 
reigning champions 
Bayern Munich. 

‘The triumph marked 
a remarkable turnar- 
ound in Kaisers- 
lautern’s fortunes since 
trainer Karlheinz Feld- 
kamp took charge in 
February last year 
when the club were 


second from bottom of 
the table. 

In three months, the 
57-year-old Feldkamp 
guided the team to their 
first German Cup win 
and to 12th place in the 
table. 

A year later Feld- 
kamp has clinched his 
first league title after 21 
years as a coach. 

“It was important 
for the whole of Ger- 
many that we won and 
Bayern didn’t,” said 
Feldkamp as the 
teamwas presented 
with the silver plate 
trophy. 

“We were outsid- 
ers. But we deserved to 


win the title becausé we 
played well throught- 
out the season and al- 
ways came at teams 
when we played 
away.”

The two men from 
Utrecht had reached the 
top by opposite routes:

Wouters, youngest of 
nine children, could just 
as well have shared the 
obscurity of his erstwhile 
colleagues at FC 
‘Utrecht. 

Wouters has rapidly 
accumulated 37 caps, 
and Cruyff says: “He 
sees everything, always 
in the right place. 

He's an ideal profes- 
sional because he re- 
gards football as his pro- 
fession.” 

No surprise then, that 
Cryuff once tried to take 
him to Barcelona.

Wouters horrified the 
nation in two matches 
against Volendam: once 
he stamped on Johan 
Steur’s hand while Steur 
was stretched out inju- 
red, and on another oc- 
casion he elbowed Alex 
Pastoor full in the face. 

Both fouls were cap- 
tured by the TV cameras, 

One Dutch referee 
tells of running up to 
‘Wouters after he had fel- 
led an opponent heading 
straight for Ajax’s goal. 
“Don’t do that again,” 
the referee warned, and 
Wouters answered, “if I 
don’t it’s cost me £200,”" 

‘Ajax manager Leo Be- 
enhakker says that Wou- 
ters keeps his teammates 
sharp even at training. 

Wouters likes to pre- 
sent himself as a worker 
who serves the side’s 
more skilful players, but 
over the past couple of 
years, dspite his advanc- 
ing age, he has develo- 
ped an admirable tech- 
nique. 

Yet although his con- 
tract still has three years 
to run, Ajax are willing 
to sell him. 

Now he could fetch a 
big fee. In a year he may 
well be on the downward 
slope. 

‘A year ago, Ajax tur- 
ned down an offer from 
Olympique Marseille be- 
cause Beenhakker felt 
that his young side could 
not do without Wouters 
at that stage. 

Wouters regrets the 
lost opportunity: “I told 
Marseille I wouldn’t 
even talk about anything 
ess than $780,000.a year. 
It turned out they were 
offering me $1 million, 
after tax. You can under- 
stand why I wanted to 
leave.” 

Everything seems to 
happen five years later 
for Wouters, so his time 
could yet to be come.

Club president Ra- 
mon Mendoza did not 
disclose how much mo- 
ney his club has paid for 
the purchase of the 22- 
year-old midfielder of 
Red Star Belgrade. 

He said the contract 
for the transfer of Prosi- 
necki to Real Madrid 
from Red Star was 
signed in Vienna. 

Prosinecki is consi- 
dered Yugoslavia’s best 
player and one of the 
best young stars in the 
world, 

He was proclaimed 
best player at the World 
Youth Championships 
in Chile four years ago. 

Hours after arriving 
in Madrid, Prosinecki, 
wearing the white uni- 
form of Real Madrid, 
posed for the photo- 
graphers at the club’s 
Santiago Bernabeu 
Stadium. 

“My dream was to 
come to Real Madrid 
because it is the best 


team in the world,” he 
said. 

Real must have paid 
at Jeast $14 million for 
Prosinecki, with a hefty 
fee also going to the Yu- 
goslav Federation. 

Only a figure in the 
vicinity of $3 million 
would have made the 
Federation lift the ban 
on the transfers abroad 
of players under the age 
of 26. 

Another Yugoslav 
ace, Croatian Zyonimir 
Boban, should also be 
headed abroad. 

Marseille boss Ber- 
nard Tapie claims he is 
paying $18 million for 
an unidentified player 
who would emerge as 
“anew Maradona”. 

Tapie, with his fami- 
liar flair for publicity, 
told the sports daily 
YEquipe he had agreed 
to the sum, which wo- 
uld be a world record, 
for an option on a my- 
stery player who would 


not join the club for at 
least two years. 

“He’s a great play- 
er,” Tapie said. 

“He will be the Mara- 
dona of the end of the 
century. He can play in 
several positions. He 
can be bot. Pelé and. . 
but I won't say more. 
Believe me, he’s a rare 
bird.” 


The newspaper spe- 
culated that Tapie was 
referring toyoung 
Boban of Dinamo Za- 
greb, who they said was 
understood to have had 
talks with the Marseille 
president before the 
European Cup final in 
Bari where Red Star 
Belgrade beat the 
French club after a 
penalty shoot-out. 

Tapie, who normally 
signs five or six top play-
